(b) Preparation and execution of 
leases —(1) Lessors to be informed as to 
terms.

That the acquisi¬ 
tion and pledge of the aforesaid securi¬ 
ties of Gas Utilities Company by Ameri¬ 
can Utilities Service Corporation be and 
the same hereby are approved. 

It is further ordered , That this order 
be subject, however, to the following 
terms and conditions: 

(1) That all acts in connection with 
said applications and declaration as 
amended shall be performed in all re¬ 
spects as set forth in and for the pur¬ 
poses represented by said applications 
and declaration as amended; and 

(2) That within ten days after the 
transactions referred to herein the ap¬ 
plicants and declarant shall respectively 
file with this Commission certificates of 
notification showing that such transac¬ 
tions have been effected in accordance 
with the terms and conditions of, and 
for the purposes represented by, said ap¬ 
plications and declaration as amended;
